WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 -- US President Barack Obama discussed a meeting that took place in Geneva, in which the United 
States, Russia, China, France, Germany, and the United Kingdom held talks with the Islamic Republic of Iran. During the 
meeting President Obama committed the United States to a comprehensive effort to strengthen the Nuclear Non- 
Proliferation Treaty, so that all nations have the right to peaceful nuclear power — provided that they live up to their 
international obligations. President Obama described the meeting as "constructive," but stated that much work lies ahead. 
Moving forward, he urged the Iranian government to take constructive action by demonstrating its commitment to 
transparency and taking concrete steps to build confidence that its nuclear program will serve peaceful purposes that meet

Resolution Passed To Protect Women in Conflict 
Situations 



"The resolution we passed today represents a step forward in our global efforts to 
end violence perpetrated against women and children in conflict zones, and it 
builds on two prior Security Council resolutions: Resolution 1325, which called 
on all parties in conflicts to respect women's rights and increase their 
participation in peace negotiations and post-conflict reconstruction efforts; and 
Resolution 1820, adopted last year, which affirms the ambitions set out in 1325, 
and establishes a clear link between maintaining international peace and security, 
and preventing and responding to sexual violence used as a tactic of war to target 
civilians."

NEW YORK, Sept. 30 -- Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton chaired a United Nations Security Council 
Session to adopt a strong resolution to end sexual violence against women and children in conflict-related 
situations. The resolution, drafted by the United States, outlines actions the UN and Member States can take to 
help prevent conflict-related sexual violence and end impunity. The draft resolution states that "ending impunity is 
essential if a society in conflict or recovering from conflict is to come to terms with past abuses committed against 
civilians affected by armed conflict and to prevent future such abuses." The Security Council's action to adopt this 
resolution is part of the Obama Administration's work to protect women and children in conflict situations. Full
